He is Now a Lieutenant of United 


States Artillery. 


COSHOCTON BOY'S HIGH HONOR 


He T**k the EiamatlM SMM Time Ago. 


ami Passed With Suck a High Average 


as M Secw* a Good Berth. 


It is no longer Sergeant Charles 


Burt, of the band. Seventeenth Unit- 
ed Slates infantry, it is now Lieu 
tenant Charles Burt, of the United 
States artillery, as yet unassigued, an 
honor that renects with great credit 
upon the young soldier who, without 
a moment's hesitation, dropped his 
musical instrument and seizing a ride 
marched on with his comrades to one 
of the fiercest batiles of the war. 
Readers of THK AGK know Charley 
Burt. They remember how he was a 
student at the Ohio State university 
when Uncle Sam wanted good men for 
service in IhePhilippinesand how with 
enthusiastic ardor be dropped his 
books and enrolled his name in the 
Seventeenth, one of the most famous 
regiments in the army. 
Its long and 


honorable record is without a stain 
and he was glad to serve with the boys 
who 
had lost many 
officers 
and 


men in the tighting around Santi- 
ago and bad 
come 
home 
with- 
out a word of complaint. They dis- 
covered he was a musician and he was 
accordingly assigned to the band, but 
that did not keep him from tighting. 


The regiment was sent to the tiring 


liiie immediately upon its arrival in 
the Philippines, and for months it 
waa kept at the nonu When the 
rebels were driven north the Seven- 
teenth was in the front line, but- it 
never faltered. JUavs and nights in a 
climate to which seasoned 
veteran 


and raw recruit 
were 
nnaccum- 
tomed 
wrought 
havoc 
in 
the 


ranks, but the regiment pressed stead- 
ily on. Charley Hurt has told readers 
of THE ASE what it meant to be on 
outpost when the sun was beating 
down with the beat of a fiery furnace 
or the rain pelted with pitiless furv. 
but 
the rigurs of that campaign 


will never be known in itsentirety. 
The youag soldier chafed under serv- 


ice in the band, and longed for that, 
thrill of action his comrades so often 
enjoyed. The opportunity came when 
one morning a 
general 
advance 
was ordered. 
It 
was to be a 
battle, not a mere skirmish, and Char- 
ley Kurt wanted to show the metal of 
which he was made. He applied to 
tbe colonel for a rifle and cartridge 
belt and asked to be allowed to take 
his place in tbe rauks. They needed 
men that day, particularly young men 
from whose eyes shone the enthusi- 
asm of that fever that brave men 
have always felt and that no one has 
ever attempted to explain. Permis- 
sion was granted, and when the long 
line of crouching figures swept out 
from the shade of tbe£rove and plung- 
ed almost waste deep into the rice 
swamps that separated them from the 
enemy Charley Hurt was in the line, 
lie told his old friends in Coshocton 
county of the wild excitement of the 
tight, but with the modesty for which 
he has long been known refrained 
from talklug much about Charley 
Burt. 
The rebel stronghold 
was 
taken, and the voung soldier that day- 
received his baptism of Sre in a 
storm of shot- and blood, and many 
of bis brave comrades sank 
into 


the mireof that rice fleld never to hear 
the victorious shouts of the little 
army as it passed the earthworks and 
seut the Filipinos ilying to the north. 


From that day Charley Burt was a 


market! man in tbe Seventeenth. He 
was ambitious, and instead of return- 
ing to the band he carried his gun on 
tbe advance. It was hard work even 
for the old campaigners, but he re- 
mained in the ranks fighting as good 
as any man in the Seventeenth. When 
these troublesome times were over he 
returned to the band. 


Meantime Private Burt had been 


made a corporal, but the fighting was 
over and there remained no other 
course than for him to take his place 
in the band. Then he took up a 
course of study, that would enable 
him to pass tbe examination for a 
commission. Books were scarce, hut

The charge is for disobeying the 
orders of the health officer. Afier 
considerable paiieying in which Coh- 
en sought to have the charge with- 
drawn, a plea of guilty was made and 
S2 and COSES were assessed. 


LMctor Foster was firm and would 


not withdraw the charge, declaring it 
was entirely too serious a matter to 
be cast aside without some action be- 
ing taken. Mayor Casslngbam sup- 
ported him, and Cohen was compelled 
to pay.

Money for Cars. 


A large number of huge gondolas 


have recently been received by the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie railroad, to be 
used in the coal and coke trade. Each 
car is :X feet long with a body five feet 
high, strengthened with steel stakes 
instead of tbe 
usual w»ioden ones. 
The gondolas are equipped with air 
brakes and weigh from 33.000 to 36,000 
pounds each. Their average capacity 
is about SO.OOO pounds, according to 
the stenciling upon them.

INDEPENDENT MILLS SIGN THE SCALE

tto* S*y Tfaey Are Satisfied Tilth 
the Situation but Are Preparing For 
• liOUC MrMKgle — Machinists' Strike 
at i iueittnatl About to Be settled. 
Pi:t9fcurg. July 2. — Looking back at 


the results of the first day ol the 
strike, the Amalgamate Association 
of Iron. Steel and Tin Workers feel 
satisfied that they have made a suc- 
cessful start in their contention «Ith 
the sheet 
steel and steel 
hoop 


branches of the Cn-ted States SteeJ 
corporation. All the union plants are 
idle and many workers tn the open 
mills are on strike. 


While officials of neither side will 


venture a prediction, much quiet talk 
is being indulged in. the trend of 
which leads to the belief that before 
the usual summer shutdown of the 
mills has expired a settlement will 
have been reached. 


Association officials Bays they are 


satisfied with the situation and claiai 
they will be able to control between 
35.00'J and 40,000 men in the two com- 
paiu<^_ Xo move has been made by 
either side anu it is doub;ful if any- 
thing decisive will be done for at least 
a week. Both men and manufacturers 
agree that a shutdown for about two 
weeks is necessary whether a settle 
ment is reached or not. In the mean- 
time the association officials 
will 


make every preparation for a long 
struggle. 


The Amalgamated officials do not 


consider the negotiations with the 
steel hoop company broken off, but 
still pending, and may be renewed at 
any time. I. w. Jenks, manager of 
the company, intimated that the mat- 
ter might be taken up any day, and 
gave the inference that a settlement 
would be arrived at soon. 


Reports received at the general of- 


fice of the Amalgamated Association 
show that nearly all the independent 
mills have signed the new wage scale. 


It was stated in Youngstown by 


members of the conference committee 
of the Amalgamated Association turst 
the American Tin Plate company 
signed the scale contingent on the 
action of the American Sheet Steel 
company. The scale was signed by 
the Sharon Steel Hoop company. It 
is an Independent concern and em- 
ploys over 400 hands. 


Getting Together. 


Cincinnati, July 2. — A conference 


was held between representatives of 
the 
Laidlaw-Dunn-Gordon company 


and striking machinists in an endeav- 
or to reach a settlement of the trou- 
ble at that plant. President August 
Herrman of the board of new water- 
works commissioners was a party to 
the conference as an arbitrator. A 
proposition 
was submitted by the 


manufacturers and after a long ses- 
sion it was so amended that represen- 
tatives of the strikers agreed to sub- 
mit it to their executive board for ap- 
proval. About 350 machinists are em- 
ployed at this plant. It is expected 
that should the trouble at this plant 
be satisfactorily settled other settle- 
ments will speedily follow. 


Revising the Constitution. 


Pittsburg. July 2. — The committee 


on revision of the constitution of the 
Amalgamated Association 
of Iron. 


Steel and Tin Workers is in session 
here, engaged in cleaning out of th» 
constitution all of the dead timber 
that has accumulated in the past 26 
years. The revision probably will 
consume the entire week. An impor- 
tant addition trill be made under the 
action of the recent convention in the 
continuous wage clause, and the dis- 
cretionary power accorded the chief ] 
executive of the organization. 


Strike Averted. 


Chicago. July 2. — The threatened 


strike of the 3,000 woodworkers in 
Chicago was averted by the manufac- 
turers of saloon, store and office fix- 
tures, who acceded to the demands of . 
the men and signed a two-year agree- \ 
ment. granting an advance of 25 cents 
a day i:i tht nic-u's wages.

The hot wave started in the we*t 


June 20 and high temperature* ar» 
recorded in most sections east of th* 
Rocky mountains and many place* 
west of the Rockies. Rains have fallen, 
in many places, the precipitation b*- 
ing very great In Chicago, Jacksom- 
rtle. Fla_, Omaha, Neb., and Daren- 
port. Ia. Thunderstorms were report- 
ed from West Virginia, Iowa and the 
lower hike region. Relief la at hand 
in the middle Mississippi Taller, th* 
Jower Missouri valley, the upper bake 
region, and by Wednesday In the Ohio 
Talley and possibly the western part 
of the lower lake region. 


Reports received by the weather 


bureau seem to favor a continuation 
of torrid conditions at New York, with 
no immediate prospect of relief. 


William R. Scholl, an employe of 


the agricultural department, while 
overheated took a cold bath and 
placed a lump of Ice on his head, ra- 
sulting in congestion of the brain, of 
which he died in a very short time. 


New York Fairly Blistered. 


New York. July 2.—Monday was the 


hottest July 1 on record. The ther- 
mometer at the weather office reached 
98 degrees, one degree hotter than the 
preceding day. The records show that 
only two days in the last 30 years had 
a higher temperature, July 9, 1876, 
and July 3, 1898, when the thermom- 
eter reached 99 degrees. Between 2 a. 
m, and midnight there were reported 
57 deaths and 141 prostrations In the 
boroughs 
of Manhattan 
and the 


Bronx. From midnight to 10 p. m. 21 
deaths and 36 prostrations had been 
reported in Brooklyn. Although the 
weather bureau shows the maTimTim 
was 98, this does not Indicate the heat 
on the streets. Many thermometers 
registered 108 and all over the city It 
was 100 on the street leveL Suffering 
was intense in the tenement dlstrict. 
At 2 o'clock Tuesday morning the 
death record for the 24 hours ending 
at that time in Greater New York was 
87, the prostrations 183. For the last 
five days, covering the present heated 
term, the total deaths in the same ter- 
ritory were 136. 


Pittaburg Like a Furnace. 


Pittsburg, July 2.—Pittsbnrg was a 


veritable furnace all day. From sun- 
rise until long after dusk there was 
no cessation in the terrible heat. All 
previous records were broken and the 
death rate was more than doubled. 
Infants and aged people succumbed 
alike and the suffering among all 
classes was intense. Many mills closed 
down entirely and on all relief shift* 
were constantly in readiness replace 
those who could no longer stand the 
heat. The maximum was 98. Among 
the poorer classes the suffering waa 
intense. Between the hours of 7 a. m. 
and midnight IS deaths in Pittsburg 
and Allegheny were recorded, and 40 
prostrations.. 


Storm at Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, July 2.—The spell of tor- 


rid heat which held sway here daring 
the past week and which left death 
and prostration ia its wake was bro- 
ken bv a squall. The storm came sud- 
denly from the southeast and for a 
time blew at the rate of 60 miles an 
hour. This was folSowed by a thun- 
der shower and the thermometer drop- 
ped to 75. It was a merciful relief. 
The storm played havoc with tele- 
phone and telegraph wires. The max- 
imum temperature was S6 at the gov- 
ernment observation station and 99 
on the street. There were five deaths 
from heat. 


Relief at Chicago. 


Chicago, July 2.—Five persons drop- 


ped dead on the streets in Chicago 
from excessive heat and 15 others 
were so badly overcome that they had 
to tx> removed to hospitals. Some of 
the prostrated are in a serious condi- 
tion and may die. The temperature 
ia the weather bureau la the audi- 
torium tower was 
93 and on the 


street* over 100. A severe thunder- 
storm brought relief and the mercury 
dropped 20 degrees. 


Three Deaths at Cleveland. 


Cleveland, July 2.—The highest tem- 


perature recorded by the weather tou- 
t-San was 92. At night a heavy wind 
came from the west and cooled the at- 
mosphere considerably. Three deaths 
occurred from heat and 18 jfttxtra- 
tions. The dead are: William Reidel 
of Cleveland. Jams Kracek, a farmer 
of Orange township, and Owen He-, 
Gloane of Buffalo.
